( a ) Hew  Radnor u Dalton  and  Old  Radnor  Scheme. 

Pull  details  of  the  proposed  scheme  to  supply 
the  Radnor  Valley  from  the  stream  in  Parley  Dingle  have 
now  been  prepared  and  sent  to  the  ',/eish  Board  of  Health 
with  an  application  for  grant  aid. 

( ^ ) Pranks Bridge  Scheme 

The  Engineering  Inspector  from  the  7/elsh  Board  of 
Health  has  made  an  informal  enquiry  into  the  proposals 
and  negotiations  are  taking  place  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  as  to  the  possible  demand  of 
farm  stock  in  this  area  lie  fore  any  further  progress 
can  he  made. 


( c ) Llandegle.v  & B e ny ho nt  Scheme 

This  scheme  which  was  investigated  some  three  years 
ago  is  still  awaiting  final  approval  from  the  Velsh  Board 
of  Health.  It  is  proposed  to  connect  to  water  mains 
laid  hy  Rhayader  R.D.G.  who  will  obtain  a supply  from 
Birmingham  Corporation’s  Elan  Aqueduct.  In  view  of  the 
delay  already  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  he  approved 
shortly  since  a piped  supply  is  urgently  required  in 
thi  s ar  ea  . 


(d)  '■later  Samples. 

numerous  samples,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological, 
have  been  obtained  both  from  public  and  private  sources. 

The  results  have  been  varied  dependant  upon  weather 
conditions  but  in  all  cases  where  a bad  result  w as  obtained 
remedial  action  was  taken  and  several  sources  have  been 
fenced  from  s to  ck .
